Report of the Board of Health. 


The Board of Health having been duly qualified, entered 
upon the performance of their duties and submit the following 
report of the work of the year just ended. 

As no regular series of health rules had ever been pub- 
lished, it was thought best to adopt such a series, not 
only for the instruction which they might furnish in regard 
to the avoidance of nuisances and diseases of various kinds, 
but also to serve as a basis upon which active measures might 
be taken for the abatement and restraint of both. 

A set of rules was therefore formulated, and, after being 
approved and recorded, was printed and distributed as care- 
fully and widely as circumstances appeared to demand. 

On complaint being made of the existence of any nui- 
sance, the locality thereof was visited as soon as possible by 
a majority of the members of the Board, and the extent and 
nature of the trouble carefully determined. Violations of the 
rules were then brought to the notice of the party concerned, 
either by letter or a personal interview, anda request made 
for the immediate removal of the offence. 

A large number of such notices have been served during 
the year. Ina majority of these cases the simple notice was 
sufficient, and measures were promptly taken to correct the 
cause of complaint. 

That ancient and mal-odorous source of discomfort and 
complaint—The Tannery Ditch—was investigated. An ex- 
amination of the different means of disposing of the waste 
from the tannery, resulted in the opinion that a suitably 
arranged sewer would accomplish the work most satisfac- 
torily. Mr. H. F. Richmond, city engineer of Nashua, was 
employed to make the required surveys and estimates of cost 
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of construction. This was accomplished, and a neatly exe- 
cuted plan of the proposed sewer, as well as estimates of the 
cost of building, were shortly after furnished. The survey 
was made on a line extending from a point of a bank wall, 
situated near the northeast corner of the tannery building, to 


the ‘‘ grating” in the present tannery ditch between the furni-_ 


ture warehouse of Mr. S. B. Emerson and the adjacent 
building ; thence across the highway, and between the shops 
occupied by Messrs. E. Finerty and A. P. Frye, and to the 
deep water in the bend of the river immediately in the rear 
of the last mentioned buildings. The distance between these 
extremes was found to be about seven hundred feet, and a suffi- 
crently sharp grade between the points of entrance to and 
exit from the sewer guaranteed to insure rapid and complete 
discharge. The expense of construction, including first-class 
(Akron) eight-inch drain pipe, is estimated as easily within 
one thousand dollars. This estimate, however, is not to be 
understood to represent the maximum cost if much rock cut- 
ting is needed, but is thought to be a liberal estimate, unless 
an unexpectedly large amount of ledge excavation be found 
necessary, an event not likely to happen. The computation 
is made upon a price of labor not exceeding one dollar and 
fifty cents per day. On the occasion. of an interview 
between the Board and Mr. A. J. Foster, the gentleman ex- 
pressed his entire willingness to codperate with the town, by 
the construction of discharge pipes from the tannery building, 
in accordance with the directions in the survey, also the 
building and suitable trapping of two over-flow tanks at the 
head of the sewer, and in short, to assist as far as could 
reasonably be expected of himin forwarding the work. The 
plan and estimates were submitted to the board of selectmen 
in September, and a majority of the members being in favor 
of submitting a report of the expense, as well as a general 
plan of the work, to the town before taking any active meas- 
ures, this report is accordingly presented. 

In reviewing the work of the past year, the mem- 
bers of the Board feel, that although much remains to be ac- 
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complished, and our citizens are as yet not sufficiently aroused 
to the importance of a more thorough and systematic obser- 
vance of the laws of health, still the prospect is, on the 
whole, very encouraging. It isa matter of congratulation 
that we, as a village and as a town, are and have been so free 
from diseases, which may be termed as pre-eminently //¢h 
diseases. Prominent among these may be mentioned diph- 
theria and typhoid fever. No two things in any community 
contribute to this freedom in so large a degree as, Ist, the 
establishment of a pure and abundant water supply, and 2d, 
an efficient system of drainage. 

Our village needs—and in the near future—a water sup- 
ply, outside and independent of any wells, or present source. 
It is a fact which will impress any one who will take ordi- 
nary pains to investigate the matter, that many of the wells 
in this village contain water |which 1s unfit for drinking pur- 
poses. This condition is bound to become worse instead of 
better; unless a system of sewerage adequate to remove from 
our community its impure and unhealthy products, be devised ; 
the saturation of the soil with the filth from the stable or 
sink-drain would be avoided, and the contamination of the 
well from which the supply of drinking water is drawn need no 
longer be feared. We need asystem of sewers planned and 
devised for our use at no distant day. We require by the 
regulations to which we have referred, that every citizen shall 
shield himself and his neighbor from contaminating influences ; 
not only does the present lack of any proper means of dispos- 
ingof sewage render the accomplishment of this object very 
difficult, as well as a source of discomfort and danger, but 
any outlay, public or private, made for this purpose xzow, 
must necessarily be conducted without regard to any future 
plan for relieving our village from its waste and offensive 
products. Such outlay and expense therefor will be plainly 
thrown away, unless made in accordance with some general 
plan. Such a plan may not be put into form and working 
condition at once, but if adopted and its outline and design 
published, efforts to secure drainage could be made to con- 
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of drainage, and thus bontribute a step in the iat dir c 
instead of being of little practical value, and, therefore, a 
appointment and a loss. . 

It is earnestly hoped that the plan for relieving thes 
needs, already pressing and urgent in their chara er - 
receive the attention of our citizens at an early a
